A Chicago butcher in quest of 
light bacon on which his trade in- 
sists, visited every wholesale es- 
tablishment in Packingtown the 
other day to find that none was 
available. Light pork loins, the 
kind the public clamors for, are 
equally scarce. Packers have 
changed iheii methods of cutting 
hogs radically, with the object of 
getting as much fresh meat as pos- 
sible and putting as little product 
awav in cellars. Consumers want 
fresh lean pork and light bacon; 
feeding and market conditions have 
conspired to make the lard hog 
popular with growers. There has 
been a woeful scarcity of pork 
loins all summer from the Atlantic 
to the Pacilic. 

A trade expert remarked recent- 
ly that a million more hogsdurinsr 
the past eight months would not 
have depreciated value-i more than 
SO cents per cwt., meaning that 
not only the price to the consumer 
but the inability of the retailer to 
secure the proper package has 
greatly diminished pork eating.
